Aithough the President included 
the measure among those he want- 
ed enacted before adjournment, 
there has been some speculation 
F that it will have rough sledding aft- 
er the tax legislation is concluded. 
Adjournment sentiment is believed 
by some to be too strong to make 
it possible to keep both branches in 
session, once a good part of the 
‘ppending matters is cleared up. 


Would Set Up Commission. 


Under the measure, a new na- 
nal bituminous coal commission 
would be set up to administer a 
wage, hour, trade practice and 
price-fixing code for the soft coal 
industry. It levies a 15 per cent 
tax on the value of coal at the 
mine shaft, allowing a 90 per cent 
“drawback” on that tax to those 
producers who abide by the code. 

Sought by President Roosevelt to 
better conditions in the coal indus- 
try, the possibility that the bill 
would pass Conrress has, at least 
twice, forestalled strikes in the soft 
toal fields. 

It was opposed by many mem- 
bers, however, on the ground that 
it was unconstitutional. . Those who 
took that attitude held that coal 
Mining was strictly an intrastate 

ration, and that under the NRA-

The President asked the commit- 
tee handling the bill to forego even 
any “reasonable” doubts as to its 
constitutionality and Iet it become 
a law.

RUSSIA ORDERS DEPORTATION 
OF POLISH NEWS WRITER 


Correspondent Is Accused of Send- 
ing False Information and 
Mocking Soviet People.

MOSCOW, Aug. 19.—The Soviet 
Government today ordered the im- 
mediate deportation of Jan Otmar 
Berson, Moscow correspondent of 
the Polish Telegraphic Agency and 
of the Gazeta Polska, semi-official 
Warsaw newspaper. The Communist 
party newspaper Pravda explained 
he was accused of sending false in- 
formation and mocking the Soviet 
people. 

Berson was accused specifically 
by Pravda of reporting that mon- 
keys and humans’ were being 
crossed on the experimental farm 
at Sukhum in the Caucasus “to im- 
prove the next generation of the So- 
viet population.” 

Pravda also stated he mocked the 
Soviet youth in his accounts of the 
recent annual physical culture pa- 
rade, declared the Soviet Union had 
territorial designs on Poland, and 
called the Russians “champion 
liars.”

WASHINGTON, Aug. 19.-—"Ap- 
peal to sympathy and emotion—not 
to reason. Tell ’em about the wid- 
ows and orphans, the aged and in- 
digent, whose savings will be wiped 
out if the bill passes,” was the 
succinct advice which Howard C. 
Hopson gave subordinates who 
were directing Associated Gas and 
Eectric system's advertising cam- 
paign against the Wheeler-Rayburn 
holding company Dill. 

When Chairman Hugo Black of 
the Senate Lobby Investigating 
Committee today produced tele- 
gvams containing Hopson’s salty 
instructions, the magnate made no 
bones about it. 

“Certainly I told them that,” he 
said. “An emotional appeal was 
being directed against us, and the 
only way to meet it was by using 
the same weapon.” 

How Widows Feared. 

Further questioning, however, 
elicited the fact that long before 
the bill was introduced, the value 
of Associated stock had declined 
from $75 to 25 cents a share, and 
that during the period when the 
savings of “the widows and or- 
phans, the aged and indigent” were 
vanishing, Hopson was siphoning 
millions out of the system through 
the medium - of personally-owned 
service corporations with which. As- 
sociated made contracts. 

Since Hopson dominated Associ- 
ated, he was, in effect, entering 
‘into contracts with himself, and 
paying himself off with the stock- 
holders’ money. He said, in reply 
to a question, that he saw nothing 
wrong about that. 

Today’s session, which brought 
renewed threats to cite Hopson for 
contempt because of his insolent 
answers, resulted in fresh evidence 
of his attempts to influence newspa- 
pers and other publications against 
the Wheeler-Rayburn bill. His prin- 
cipal device was to bestow or with- 
draw advertising, and he did both 
without hesitation. 

In Wake of M’Intyre Incident. 

As a result of Wednesday night’s 
incident, when Senate Sergeant-at- 
arms Jurney inadvertently = dis- 
covered presidential secretary Mar- 
vin McIntyre and Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Lawrence W.

Victims Crushed in Their 
Bunks as Cunard Liner 
Laurentic and Cargo 
Steamer Crash in Fog.

LIVERPOOL, Aug. 19.—Six sea- 
men were killed and five others 
were injured in a bow-to-bow Col- 
lision of the Cunard liner Laurentic 
and the Blue Star steamer Napier 
Star in the fog-covered Irish Chan- 


nel yesterday. 

The Laurentic, carrying 620 pas- 
sengers, and the Napier Star 
limped back to Liverpool in the 
tow of tugs, and docked safely in 
the afternoon. Both were damaged 
badly. 

The ships collided 60 miles out 
of Liverpool a few hours after the 
Laurentic had embarked on a fort- 
night’s cruise of northern capitals. 

The Napier Star, partly loaded 
with cargo, was en route from Glas- 
gow to Liverpool to complete the 
loading. 

The ships locked with a grinding 
smash that tore a long hole down 
the Laurentic’s bow side, crushing 
the men as they slept in their 
bunks. 

The bow of the Napier Star was 
smashed in for 20 feet and its fore- 
castle housing was carried away. 
When it arrived in port its for- 
ward winches were hanging over 
the side. 

None of its crew was 


the time of the collision. 

The bunks of the Laurentic’s crew 
could be seen through the gap in 
its side as the ship lay at dock last 
night. It was in these bunks that 
the sleeping men were trapped. 

Despite the knowledge that had 

the ships met 20 feet nearer the 
Laurentic’s center a hole would 
have been torn in the middle of the 
first-class quarters, the passengers 
were calm and unexcited when 
they disembarked.

ABOARD SALVAGE SHIP OR- 
PHIR, Aug. 19.—Three Kinsale fish- 
ermen who witnessed the sinking of 
the Lusitania boarded the Orphir 
as we docked at the quay in Kinsale 
harbor last night and gave Capt 
Henry Russell information that al- 
tered our course when we resumed 
the search at dawn today. 

The fishermen, Tim Oakley, James 
Hury and William Defby are con 
vinced that the Lusitania lies seven 
miles off Sevenheads, Kinsale, in an 
area slightly westward of that we 
have fine-combed the last two days 
All three of them took bearings 
from widely varying points as the 
torpedoed British liner sank. 

The fruitlessness of our search 
in the 12-mile area, within which 
previous witnesses have insisted the 
great hulk lies, convinced Capt. Rus- 
sell that the bearings taken by the 
three fishermen should alter ou 
projected plan immediately. 

“We know now that we have not 
sounded far enough westward of 
Ball's line given us last Thursday, 


but that we are close to the Lusi- 
tania,” he said. “We must forsake 
complétely the original 12-mile 
area.” 


As the Orphir left Kinsale harbor 
yesterday there was a strong wind 
blowing and a heavy sea running. 
When we rounded the old head of 
Kinsale we were pitching badly— 
fighting our way through troughs 
of enormous waves. The engines 
speed was 10 knots, but the best 
we were able to do in actual run- 
ning time was less than four. 

After hours of rough going in the 
newly charted area, during which 
‘the wind developed into hurricane 
force and breakers dashed over the 
forecastle, Capt. Russell determined 
that it was useless to make further 
efforts and headed the Orphir back 
to port,

The Obear-Nester Glass Co, plant, | 
2000 East Broadway, East St. Louis, | 
was shut down this morning by 4a) 
strike of employes called when an. 
increase in pay demanded for la- 
borers was refused by the manage- 
ment. 

All of the company’s 425 laborers, 
members of the Glass Bottle Blow- | 
ers’ Association, affiliated with the 
American Federation of Labor, quit 
work. Seventy-five others, belong- 
ing to other glass workers’ unions, 
walked out in sympathy. 

The wage demana was for a 10 
per cent increase for women work- 
ers, who are paid 32% cents an 
hour and a similar increase for | 
men paid 4242 cents an hour. The 
working schedule is a five-day, 40- 
hour week. Lighter work for the | 
women also was asked for. 

Gish Johnson, business agent of 
the laborers, said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that women did practical- 
ly the same work as men, and al-! 
though the agreement with the, 
company provided for time and a 
half for overtime, employes got 
time off for extra work instead of 
being paid time and a half. | 

J. K. Nester, president of the, 
company, told a reporter the wage | 
increase was refused “because the. 
glass industry will not stand an in- 
crease in operating costs, as there | 
is a decline in the selling price of | 
bottles. Costs now are as much as | 
we can stand. We are paying more | 
than the NRA scale provided and | 
there will not be any changes in 
the scale.” | 

About 150 pickets were grouped 
today around the entrance to the 
plant property, inclosed by a high 
wire fence. They refused to allow 
any workmen to go intothe grounds 
but did not try to interfere with 
clerical workers and superintend- 
ents. Fire in glass furnaces will 
be kept going by the superintend- 
ents. 

Among those kept from entering 
were building laborers, employed 
on construction of a $235,000 addi- 
tion to the plant. Their business 
agent announced they, too, would |

Three guards, one for each of the 
eight-hour shifts, were assigned to 
guard Thompson's cell, the only one 
now occupied in the death house. 
Before entering the prison, Thomp- 
son posed briefly for photographs.

“I feel quite certain that che citi- 
zens of Missouri, realizing that old 
age pensions, relief for the poor 
and distressed, and the care of our 
unfortunate insane are dependent 
upon the proper collection of the 
sales tax.” the Governor said, “will 
wholeheartediv co-operate in the 
enforcement of that law and will- 
ingly obey its mandates.

X-RAYS TAKEN

Sam Willaman, Noted Football 


After Operations :

CLEVELAND, Aug. 19.—The 


Willaman, football mentor. at 
Western Reserve University here, 
and former coach at Ohio State 
University and Iowa State College, 
died in a Cleveland hospital yester- 
day, a few hours after undergoing 
two emergency operations for a 
chronic intestinal ailment. 

Although he had not been in the 
best of health for several months, 
his condition had not been regard- 
ed as serious. 

Willaman had considerable suc- 
cess with the various football teams 
he developed, but throughout his 
career he always maintained that, 
win or lose, the game was just a 
game and all in fun. 

Kept a Sane Viewpoint. 
He taught his players to win, but 
an honorable defeat to Willaman 
ws only a disappointment—never a 
tragedy. 

Willaman was born at Salem, O., 
45 years ago, worked in the steel 
mills there in late boyhood, and 
then went to Ohio State, where he 
became a star fullback. He be- 
came head coach at Iowa State in 
1922, and returned to Ohio State

sored by Clark and Nye. Two mem- 
bers of this sub-committee, Pittman 
and Senator Borah (Rep.), Idaho, 
are now at work writing a compro- 
mise measure which, it is hoped, 
the full foreign relations committee 
will approve. 

Still Hopeful of Passing Bill. 

“We are still hopeful of getting

For one thing, it is 
the fanatical preachments of the state's leaders that 
have inspired the “individual acts” which now em- 
hbarrass Dr. Schacht. For another, the Nazi Gov- 
ernment will fall into greater disrepute by assum- 
ing full responsibility for the execution of its cruel

HUMBLING LOGAN COUNTY, KENTUCKY. 

Something has happened in Logan County, Ken- 
tucky, which mightily perplexes the Courier-Journal. 
Returns from the recent gubernatorial primary show 
that 10,908 Democratic votes were cast in Logan 
County, of which a single candidate, Thomas 6S. 
Rhea, garnered 10,127. A search of records going 
back 15 years shows that never before did half as 
many Democrats appear at the polis in Logan Coun- 
ty as voted in the primary. In 1928, when the same 
Thomas S. Rhea was running for Congress, .4792 
Democrats voted. In 1935, in the face of Logan 
County’s declining population, the 1928 mark was 
topped by 6216. Logan County's population is 21,- 
875, and the percentage» of Democratic voters rep- 
resents 48 per cent of all human beings residing 
there. 

A pretty little mystery, to be sure. It is not, 
however, calculated to arouse &4we in Missouri. On 
Kansas City’s registration books prior to the Novem- 
ber election last year were 248,000 names, 18,000 more 
than in the presidential year of 1932. This repre- 
sented 62 per cent of Kansas City’s population of 
400,000. Since, according to the United States Bureau 
of the Census, 62.5 per cent of Missouri’s population 
is over 21, Tom Pendergast’s machine missed enroll- 
ing the entire voting population by one-half of 1 per

'and imprisoned. The Nazi answer to critics of these 
tactics has been to point to the fact that Jews still 
remained in business, but the object of the renewed 
drive now seems to be to drive them from this field 
Restoration of the medieval ghetto has been 
urged, and there are promjment advocates of driving 
all the Jews from Germany. 

It would be erroneous, of course, to view only the 
plight of the Jews in forming an estimate of what 
Nazi-ism stands for. Their persecution is conspicu- 
ous, but they are only one of the groups under attack 
by the masters of Germany. The Catholics, liberal 
Protestants, Freemasons, Socialists and all believers 
in democratic and pacific-ideals feel the lash as well.

A DUBIOUS PROPOSAL. 

Among the bills recently introduced in Congress 
is one sponsored by Representative Clarence J. Mc- 
Leod, a Michigan Republican, which would set up a 
joint congressional committee, composed of members 
of the House and Senate Judiciary Committees, to 
investigate and report on the constitutionality of 
proposed legislation. We do not question the good 
intentions of the Michigan Representative. His 
avowed purpose of stopping “present slipshod legis- 
lative procedure” is thoroughly commendable. The 
question is whether the creation of such a commit- 
tee would bring the results which he seeks. 

One of the obvious tests which every committee 
employs or should employ before reporting a bill to 
the floor is whether the legislation proposed is in 
harmony with the Constitution or at variance with 
it. Competent lawmakers make that a prime con- 
| sideration now; there is no need for a committee on 
eonstitutionality for them. On the other hand, leg- 
'islators who do not concern themselves with ques-

Nazis are fighting invisible opponents on three fronts: religious, political and economic; 
spiritual forces of great potential power resist but do not challenge state; reaction 
to crushing of civil rights is reviving underground desire for freedom; terrorism 
cannot solve pressing problem of rising prices, falling wages and hungry workers.

HE National Socialist revolution, like 
T s0 many other violent revolutions, is 

a long and complicated process and not 
a single event. It is a series of convulsions 
rather than a single convulsion. 

The Nazis have been in power for nearly 
two and a half years. They destroyed the 
visible enemy, the Weimar Republic, in one 
battle almost. But the Nazis, for all their 
uncanny insight into human nature, espe- 
cially its weaknesses, lacked deeper imag- 
ination and did not reckon with invisible 
forces. These forces have been growing 
in strength and have now thrown the Third 
Realm into a state of violent crisis, in spite 
of its two and a half years of unchallenged 
power. 

The Third Realm is rocked and shaken 
about, while all Europe looks on wonder- 
ing whether a new mass madness has seized 
the German people or whether there is 
some reason in what is happening. The 
Nazis have to strike out in all directions 
at a foe they cannot see. And this foe 
never challenges them directly. 

The Protestant and the Catholic clergy 
show the German state all the deference 
that is due to the state as such, and yet 
they represent a force that will not submit 
to the “totalitarian” claims of that state, 
a force that remains elusive and yet grows 
in power and moves an ever-increasing mul- 
titude of men and women. And so0 we have 
the spectacle of the dictatorship which, 
though in a secular sense omnipotent, is 
more than impotent in a spiritual sen3e, 
for the forces it tries to crush grow in ex- 
act proportion with the degree of its en- 
deavor. 

e ° @ 

The Nazi leaders must be asking them- 
selves, “What is it all about?” But none 
of them can give an answer. They do not 
in the least apprehend the spiritual forces 
they are trying to destroy; they only feel 
that these forces are different from Na- 
tional Socialism and must therefore be hos- 
tile. It is true that these forces, if fully 
aroused, will be dangerous to the German 
state. But the state, by trying to crush 
them, is arousing them more and more and 
so bringing those dangers nearer which at 
all costs it would avoid. 

For years, nothing has done so much .o 
arouse the militant ardor of the Roman 
Catholics in Germany as Gen. Goering’s re- 
cent attack on them. The resistance of- 
fered by Protestantism to the “totalitarian” 
pretensions of National Socialism is likely 
to remain purely spiritual, though it will 
be none the less significant for that reason. 
But the resistance of Roman Catholicism 
threatens to become visible in a way that 
must give the Nazis deep concern. Romain 
Cathélicism, if sufficiently aroused, may 
mean that Germany will lose Austria for- 
ever. 

Indeed, more than this: Even now there is 


a deepening estrangement between the 
Catholic Rhineland and Bavaria on the 
one hand and Berlin on the other. It does 


not seem likely but it is never altogether 
impossible that separatism, which has al- 
ways existed, sometimes open and some- 
times latent and hardly perceptible, may 
show itself again, in which case the whole 
question of German unity, which National 
Socialism was to have answered, will be 
opened once again. 

Even now, there is good reason to be- 
lieve that a growing multitude of German 


| 


Catholics would, if their spiritual leaders 
wished, declare for separation from Berlin. 
There is in separatism no immediate dan- 
ger to the Third Realm, but it is an ulti- 
mate warning that there is a limit beyond 
which the Nazi assault on Roman Cathol- 
icism may imperil the very existence of 
Germany as a Power.

But it is not the religious crisis alone 
that is shaking the Third Realm. There 


are two other crises, both of them the 
product of elusive forces which the Nazis 
have to overcome—the political and the 
economic crises. National Socialism annihi- 
lated all political opponents, and yet every- 
where there is political discontent. The 
Jews are still there, and as National So- 
cialism is largely made up of anti-Semitism, 
the Nazi leaders think that they can 
galvanize it into renewed life by perse- 
cuting the Jews all over again, and the 
Jew-baiting Count Helldorf has been made 
Chief of the Berlin police so that the perse- 
cutions may be all the more efficient. 

The inward weakness, for all its outward 
strength, of National Socialism is displayed 
in constant “radicalism” and in ever-re- 
newed inhuman persecutions. Freedom has 
been crushed in Germany. But the desire 
for freedom grows, together with a vague 
longing for a kind of primitive Communism 
amongst the poorer classes. The desire 
finds no form in any organized movement; 
it is never openly expressed; but it exists— 
an invisible, elusive, intractable and grow- 
ing force. 

And then there is the economic crisis. 
No amount of terrorism can remove the 
dry rot which has seized the whole Ger- 
man economic system. Prices rise, salaries 
and wages fall, workmen who are begin- 
ning to feel constant hunger are also be- 
ginning to go on strike, not in any organ- 
ized manner and without open defiance of 
the National Socialist state, but neverthe- 
less in a way that will make the strike 


movement, if it goes on, intolerable and 
terrifying to the rulers of that state. And 
far ahead—and perhaps still avoidable— 


is the menace of inflation, which in Ges 
many as in no other country is an ineradi- 
cable, calamitous memory. 

No doubt the Nazis would be much hap- 
pier if they could meet their enemies in 
open combat and destroy them as_ they 
have done before. They would for all the 
world avoid the present fight with these in- 
visible forces. But they must fight on un- 
til the very end. It will be the most diffi- 
cult fight of all. 


ONE POLITICAL DISTINCTION.

ISSOURI'S oldest town, Ste. Genevieve, 
M on the Mississippi, will celebrate this 
month the two hundredth anniversary of its 
founding. 

By 1735, the Atlantic coast was settled or 
was in process of settlement, mostly Dy the 
English, but there still remained Florida, 
the Gulf coast and the Mississippi Valley, 
over which intermittently fluttered the flag 
of France or that of Spain. In one of these 
periods of change, the French settled a cob 
ony on the western bank of the Mississippl 
and named it for the patron saint of Paris, 
They had a fort at Vincennes and at haska* 
kia, and they set up the Ste. Genevieve col- 
ony with a considerable degree of confidence 
in its security. 

In time, Vincennes fell to an 
expeditionary force and later Kaskaskia si @ 
down from its lofty position and was Car-

ried away by the river. Ste. Genevieve, the 
least conspicuous of the three, prospered 
from the first, and became an early river 
port of importance. 

Ste. Genevieve’s ambition early in its his 
tory was to achieve commercial! success. in 


this it was favored by having no notable 
rival—St. Louis was not settled until 1764 
—and its merchants, among them Ferdinand

OOSEVELT is being squeezed

the South, King Cotton. 

With this summer’s crop rapidly 
coming on the market, the South is 
demanding a yes or no answer to 
the question of whether the Govern- 
ment will continue the 12 cents a 
pound loan on cotton. This, in ef- 
fect, is a guarantee that the price 
of cotton will not fall below 12 
cents. 

Southern Senators have beaten a 
path to Roosevelt's door with this 
demand, and what they want is a 
“yes” answer. 

On the Other hand, Agricultural 
Secretary Henry Wallace, plus 
Right Bower Chester Davis, plus all 
his other cohorts, oppose with equal 
vehemence a guaranteed price for 
cotton. They argue that if they 
set a precedent on this they will 
have to do the same for wheat, for 
corn and for tobacco. They see no 
end of grief ahead, if they yield 
on cotton. 

To this Southern Senators retort 
that the precedent was set with last 
year's 12-cent loan on cotton, that 
it is too late to turn back. 

What is more important, they 
have pointed out to Roosevelt that 
no matter how solid he may think 
the South is for Democracy, there 
is one combination that can break 
it—namely, Huey Long plus the 
price of cotton.
